Fighti Cancer With X-Ray 
Cancer, most insidious of diseases 
sod one that ho* defied medical sci­ 
ence for generation* is to l»e again 
attacked, this time by Dr. I^wl* Fried 
man. with an X ray of 250,000 volta. 
Dr. Friedman Is a noted radiologist 
and cancer specialist and hold* forth 
great hope for sucre*** in his new ex 
pertinents. 
He says that the rays 
from his machine nrt* Identical with 
some radium rays, and by Its use 
hope* to make progress in the fight to 
drive out the cancer scourge. 
Ro far 
he ha* obtained very fa wirable re­ 
sults with the powerful ray. and has 
announced that in a far advanced case 
which lie had Dented he bad reduced 
one dimension of an internal abdomi­ 
nal cancer three-quarters of an inch,

to accomplish even more with his new 
machine.

“ A lbert B. Fall m ust bear the re­ 
sponsibility for bis conduct, but he 
m ust not be made the scapegoat th a t 
others m ight evade responsibility for 
w h at they have done,” said L aF ol­ 
lette. 
“ Denby m ust accept responsibility.

600 Years From Earth 
There is some uncertainty us to the 
distance of the Orion sturs, write* Isa­ 
bel M. Lewis of the United States na­ 
val observatory, but it is known to be 
much greater than that of the Pleiades 
and Hyadea and the most reliable esti­ 
mate is about six hundred light years. 
lf we prefer to think in terms of miles, 
which is not a very wise thing to do 
when speaking of star distances, we 
find that this Is equal to about thirty- 
six hundred trillion miles (8,800,000,-

times the distance from the earth to 
th** sun!

Sahara is, within the meaning usual­ 
ly ascribed to the word, a desert -that 
is, no part of ifs vast area is c o m p l e t e ­ 
ly sterile, no part Is without at least 
occasional rainfall, and on the sand 
dunes, and even on the rocky wastes 
of the bills and plateaus, vegetation 
of some sort always exists. 
But, having destroyed the ancient 
legend of the Sahara as a picturesque, 
but utterly barren expanse of terri­ 
tory, the temptation is strong now to 
rush to the other extreme and claim 
extravagantly that only the touch of 
man is required to transform it, from 
the Atlantic to the Nile, Into one stu­ 
pendous blossoming garden.
